6 in preliminary negotiations entered into by Easterns, Lid., with 
the British & Colonial Furniture Co., Ltd. (a member of the 
Great Universal Stores), have been terminated. 

On offer of 6s. 6d. per ordinary share has been received from the 
Board of United Drapery Stores, Ltd., subject to acceptance by the 
holders of 75 per cent (or of such lower percentage as United 
Drapery Stores may decide) of the ordinary share capital. 
directors of Easterns have agreed 
respect of their own holdings and to recommend acceptance to the 
general body of ordinary shareholders. 

Mr. lan Anderson, who was invited by the chairman of Easterns 
to take part in the negotiations, has expressed his approval of the 
proposals on behalf of himself and a number of other shareholders. 


It was further recommended that a 
minimum deposit of 10 per cent 
should in future be required on all 
hire purchase agreements for house- 
hold furniture, save in exceptional 
cases and for old customers.

Any tendency to overload 
customers with more goods than they 
could conveniently pay for would 
only lead to hardship and abuse.

The letter points out that it is quite 
wrong for anyone who does not hold 
a licence under B.S. 1425 to make 
use of the mark in this way; licences 
under B.S. 1425 are issued only to 
manufacturers of fillings and one or 
two firms whose attention has been 
drawn to this fact, as a result of 
complaints from B.S. 1877 licensees, 
have agreed to discontinue the 
practice 

It is, of course, equally incorrect for 
B.S. 1425 licensees to use the mark 
in a way which implies that an article 
of bedding rather than its filling, com- 
plies with the standard 

The B.S.I. rely on bedding manu 
facturers to keep them informed of 
cases of this sort, so that they can 
do their best to make sure that ase 
is no confusion in the mind of the 
general public about the two standards 

The letter goes on to say that the

HE recommendation _ that. 
for an experimental period 
and particularly until the 

end of the Earls Court Exhibi- 
tion, the retail mark-up on furni- 
ture should be raised to 40 per 
cent should have caused neither 
surprise nor misgiving. 

For a very long time before 
price control was abolished 
retailers were pressing for an in- 
creased margin. Their claim was 
based on the fact that the old 
utility mark-up of 334 per cent 
was uneconomic. 

A 334 per cent mark-up, of 
course, means 25 per cent on 
returns; and the cash furnisher 
operating on this 25 per cent was 
just about breaking even. In 
some instances he was even 
making a small loss and the fur- 
niture department had to be sub- 
sidised by other goods. The hire- 
purchase furnisher was in better 
conditions because he had his 10 


per cent service charge. 


*&*% Now. the 40 per cent 
mark-up recommended means 
28.5 per cent on returns. The 
difference between this margin 
and the former utility margin 
means an_ increase of only 
£3 10s. in every £100 of turnover.

Readers 
D-Level of Bed-Settees 


The Editor, 

Furnishing World.” 

Sirx,—We wish to draw your notice 
to a point which, no doubt, you are 
well aware of in connection with the 
D-Scheme for furniture. We note 
two levels have been allowed to 
settees but, strictly speaking, no pro- 
vision has been made for bed-settees. 

It follows that if a bed-settee is 
being supplied this has to come within 
the price allowed for ordinary settees, 
and as all bed-setteees carry mainly a 
4 ft. wide action they all come within 
the lower price level, unless one is 
prepared to increase the size of the 
metal action, merely to qualify for the 
higher level allowed for a 4 ft. 6 in 


imagination be called a drastic 
rise in the cost of furniture. And 
it is believed that it is necessary 
only in order that furniture 
retailing may be placed on an 
economic basis. 

We suggest that these facts 
and figures should be carefully 
considered by those Labour 
Members of Parliament who, 
during a debate in the House that 
is expected within the next fort- 
night, are to demand that control 
of margins on furniture should 
be reimposed. 

xx The National Association 
of Retail Furnishers has said 
quite plainly that it does not agree 
with the principle of trade asso- 
ciations fixing prices and margins 
of profit. It has made only a 
temporary recommendation for 
guidance during the initial, experi- 
mental period of price decontrol. 

One instance, however, in 
which a retail association might 
be justified in fixing a margin is 
in connection with branded and 
nationally advertised furniture. 
Here there might be good reason 
for consultations between manu- 
facturers and retailers, such as 
those which led to a satisfactory 
arrangement in the bedding in- 
dustry last March.

inside arm width of settee 

It does appear to be fantastic that 
one is to alter the utility purpose of 
an article that has been in use here 
for the last 35 years or so, merely to 
conform to a price range which, in 
point of fact, has the effect of making 
an already cumbersome article more 
cumbersome, for no purpose whatso- 
ever, other than “ beating the law.” 

We think this point could’ be 
brought effectively to the notice of the 
Treasury, with the suggestion that the 
two levels for settees should, as they 
state, include bed-settees but the 
proviso for the higher level in the 
case of the bed-settee should not be 
for width but for fully upholstered 
arms.

that the D-Figure of £19 would 
cover a settee less than 4 ft. 6 in. wide 
between the arms or a bed-settee with 
unupholstered show-wood arms and 
the higher level of £25 would cover a 
settee 4 ft. 6 in., or greater, in width 
between the arms, or a_ hbed-settee 
with fully upholstered arms. 

The bed-settee, to-day more than 
ever before, is becoming an essential 
part of the furnishing for small 
bungalow and terrace-type houses that 
are now springing up throughout the 
country and from this very viewpoint 
alone, and the fact that this article of 
furniture is more common to the 
lower income groups than to any other 
section of the community, it is 
obviously creating hardship in the 
very direction in which one would 
imagine the Government has least 
wish to do so, by forcing the manu 
facturer to increase the cost of pro- 
ducing this most essential item of 
furniture by adding, unnecessarily, to 
the width and weight
